1. After reading your memorandum of 2 Octeber, cepy attached, 
Z am convinced that a joint Ultra intelligence evaluation center 
would be ineffective wnless in the same center there were combined 
all other types of army rnd Navy intelligence. res 


2. It seems to me that the best solution for improving not 
the effectiveness of Ultra intelligence but to resolve the 

ent e question of Army and Navy intelligence organization would 
be for us to combine in one location, under joint control, all 
Army and Navy intelligence effort, personnel and direction includ- 
ing all of the product of the Ultra. B6uch positive action an our 
part at this time would go far to elkear the sonfused question of 
post-war military intelligence organization and would form a sound 
basis on which the armed services could join with the State Depart- 
ment in a wmited effort, insuring effective coordination and control, 
the exploitation of the experience that our organizations have 
gained in this fleld during the mar and the heat basis for preserv- 
ing the necessary security of Ultra intelligence in the future. .
